2. Claims 1-8 remain pending and are presented for examination. 

3. Rejection the rejection under 35 USC 101 and 1 12, the Examiner withdraws the rejection 
in view of the amendment. 

EXAMINER 'S AMENDMENT

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In claim 8 line 7, the word "generating" has been replaced with the phrase —converting 
information formed by said creating and assigning into- 

In claim 8, line 9, following the word "mapping", the phrase — ; and displaying the first 
and second documents - has been inserted 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-3, 8 are allowed. 

5.0 The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

5.1 While Gatzemcier discloses an tool for formulating automated task to be solved, 
including enabling the representation of function in the form of objects produced from a template 
and having at least one template specific part; and Cash Jr. teaches a system and method for 
configuring an electrical receptacles, including providing electrical service to a structure via 
junction boxes wired in series; and Cheng (U.S. PGPUB No. 2003/0121 147, other reference 
cited) teaches a method for configuring an electrical connector, including providing at least one 
component to be formed on the housing of the connector and arranging the components into 
different combination, neither of these references taken either alone or in combination with the 
prior art of record discloses a method for representing the configuration of an electrical system 
that includes a step of: creating communication variables to configured function blocks and 
assigning at least one the variable to configured objects, and converting information formed by 
said creating and assigning into a first document formulated in a page description language, the 
first document containing first references to corresponding configured objects being associated 
with at least one of the functions blocks, and into a second document formulated in the page 
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description language, and the second document containing second references to corresponding 
function blocks being associated with at least one of the configured objects, in the manner 
claimed in the independent claims 1 and 8, and furthermore, fail to teach or fairly suggest the 
mapping of configured objects to respective function blocks via communication variable, 
shown in claim 8, in combination with the remaining elements and features of the instant 
invention, it is for these reasons that the applicant's invention defines over the prior art of record.
